In 1945, Canadian troops under 
General Charles Foulkes liberated 
Holland, and accepted the German 
forces’ capitulation. That, and the 


shelter provided by Canada to the 
Dutch Royal Family during the war 
years, created strong bonds between 
Canada and Holland. 

It’s that friendship between the 
two nations that is celebrated in the 
Town of Bradford West Gwillimbury, 


where many Dutch families have 
settled. 

On May 5th, the Dutch flag was 
raised at the Courthouse in Bradford, 
as the crowd sang both the Canadian 
and Dutch National Anthems,and

A Civic Centre alternative 


Last year, as part of developing 
a strategy for the Revitalization 
of downtown Bradford, the Town 
asked for proposals from developers 
interested in a public-private 
partnership to build a new 50,000 
sq. ft. Civic Centre in the downtown 

In the May 8 Facilities Committee 
meeting, the Town heard from one 
development group - but not with a 
proposal for die downtown. Robert 
Young, representing WG5 Bravewolf 
Land Holdings Ltd., offered the 
municipality the former Wolfert 
Farm, located at the northwest comer 
of the 9th Line and Yonge St. 

Young explained that the company 
now holds about 500 acres of land, 
north of Bradford, and is waiting for 
the next round of development. 

The recently-acquired Wolfert land 
already has stormwater ponds, hydro, 
gas, a certificate for water-taking, 
a wastewater system rated for 110 
people, and 120,000 sq. ft. of buildings 
that could be modified for Town use. 

“There’s no assembly needed. There’s 
no expropriation needed... and it’s 
serviced to a large degree,” Young told 
CounciHors. “It’s a premier location, 
on the gateway to Bradford - there's 
room to grow, and there’s visibility.” 
Although “outside the geographic 
area you’re proposing... at least it’s 
another option on the table.” 

It’s also an option that could be 


developed quickly. Presenting plans 
that included an outdoor skating 
pond and event stage, parking, 
weekend market, new Council 
chamber and offices, and a separate 
40,000 sq. ft. Administration centre, 
Young suggested that it would take 
only 12 months to go from drawings, 
to occupancy. “We already have most 
of the infrastructure in place," he said 
- and the experience to carry out 
the kind of re-facing and renovation 
proposed. 

Finally, there was a financial 
consideration: the WG5 proposal 
calls for a 15 to 20 year lease of the 
property, with the option to purchase 
at the end of the lease, for the value of 
the land only. 

Young agreed that the site is currently 
far from the centre of population - 
but “timing and numbers speak for 
themselves, in these fiscal times.” He 
was thanked for the presentation.
